St. Louis Commission Opens Pas- 
teurizing Laboratory i® In- 
terest. of Saving Lives. 


The work of saving the lives of the 
bables who live in the congested districts of 
St. Louis was begun for the season of 1905 
with the formal opening of the laboratory 
of the. St. Louis Pure Milk Commission at 
17% North Thirteenth street, Thursday 
afternoon. ; . 

Many invitations had bé@en issued and 
hundreds of physictane and philanthropists 
and others interested in the welfare of the 
chudren and babes whose parents are un- 
able to obtain for them wholesome milk, 
were present and were interested when the 
work that had been accomplished in behalf 
of the poor babics was exhibited. 

Beginning with Thursday the commission 
will, during the heated term, at least, sup- 
ply pure Pasteurized milk to the families 
living in the crowded districts at a nomi- 
nal price. All St. Louis phsicians have been 
supplied with a number of prescription 
blanks. One of these blanks, when pre- 
sented by an applicant, will entitle the 
bearér to a supply of milk sufficient to last 


one day. 
The milk has been Pasteurized and made 


as nearly the perfect food as science and | 


rfect equipment can produce. The milk 
prepared in bottle and a price of 1 cent 
r bottle for two, four and five ounce 
ttles is asked, while 2 cents is asked for 
bottles containing seven and eight ounces. 
In each instance the person getting the 
milk is asked to deposit 1 cent per bottle to 
guarantee the return of the bottle. In the 
event that applicant is unable to pay even 
the nominal price for the milk, it will be

SUSPICION, CONSTITUTE 
DANGEROUS POWER” 


Following is the letter, under date May 19, received by Lewis from Secretary 


of State Swanger following the examination of the People’s United States Bank 


by State Bank Examiners Cook and Nichols: 


“The examination of your bank, commenced on April 3, has progressed sufficiently 


to justify me in making the following. observations: 

“I. Subscriptions to the capital stock ofyour bank were secured largely through 
advertisements made in the Woman's Magazine and Woman's Farm Journal (two 
journals under your control) over your signature. The plans of organization and the 
manner of conducting the business were fully set out in these communications. On 
account of the large number of your stockholders, “located in almost every State of 
the Union, and their small holdings, this department insists that all these promises 
be made good and believes absolute good faith on your part is, necessary for the 
success of the bank. We believe some of these promises have been openly vice- 
luted and other implied promises have not been kept. In so far as these pro- 
mises are not in variance with good banking, this department will insist that they 
be kept, even though the banking lows of our State are not being violated. 

“2. Fairness dictates that the allotment of stock to subscribers be made in the 
order in which their subscriptions were received; and, furthermore, that those tak- 
ing stock on the installment plan are as much entitled to their allotment of stock, and 
in the order their subscriptions were received, as are those that paid the cash; and, 
above all, no discrimination should be made in the allotment on account of the sign- 
ing or not signing of the proxies sent out by you at fhe time you advised the sub- 
scribers that the stock had been alloted to them. These proxies contain provisions 


_ which look very suspicious and caused a number of subscribers to complain te 


this department. Proxies were intended to subserve the interests of the stock- 
holders, but when sought by an oficer of the corporation creates a suspicion, 
and when largely obtained places in his hands a very dangerous power. The 
obtaining of these proxies in large numbers in their present form we believe to be 
against public policy, and if the wishes of this department were consulted, these 
proxies would all be returned to the stockholders. 


LEWIS CONTROLS BANK. 


“3. The manner of organization puts into your hands the selection of the officers 
and board of directors. The law places the management of the bank’s affairs in 
the hands of the board of directors. The present board is composed of the officers 
of the Lewis Publishing Co., employes of yours, thus placing the entire management 
virtually in you. These gentlemen were to have been the executive officers and 
seven other men, whose qualifications were fully set out in your Hterature, were to 
be selected as the bdard of directors. Your bank has now been in operation six 
months and this board has not been named. The interests of stockholders and deposi- 
tors demand that these. directors be named and the management of the affairs of the 
bank be vested in them. ‘The success of the bank depends so largely upon the character 
of men selected to be directors that I axk that the Hst of gentlemen so selected be 
submitted to this department before their appointments are made. 

“4. You set out to the general public in your literature the lines along which the 
business of the bank would be conducted.

EXTRAVAGANCE AND 
BIG-SALARIES CONDEMNED 


Bitter Fight Over Report in Direc- 
tors Meeting and Matter Laid 
Over to Friday—M. E. Ingalls) 
Tells of Stormy Session.

Bureau of the Post-D!spatch. 

NEW YORK, June 1.—The report of the 
Wrick committee, which consists of 42 
pages of printed matter, read to the 
Equitable Life directors by M. E. Ingalls, 
contains the following radical declarations: 

1. It practically demands the removal of 
President James W. Alexander, First 
Vice-President James H. Hyde and Second 
Viée-President Gage I. Tarbell. 

2, It declares that every officer and di- 
rector of the Equitable Society who profit- 
ed in any way as a member of the ‘James 
H. Hyde and Associates" syndicates must 
pay back into the treasury of the society 
every dollar he made at the expense of the 
policy-holders. It declares that if any of 
these guilty officers refuses to refund this 
money that the Equitable should compe! 
restitution by suits. 

8) It declares that the office of Presi- 
Gent Alexander has been managed with 
laxity and negligence and should be thor- 
oughly reorganized. 

4. It charges that Vice-President Tarbell 
has conducted his office with waste and 
extravagance and that his department 
should be reorganized. No charge of dis- 
honesty is made against Mr. Tarbell. 

5. It condemns the salary of $122,500 paid 
to James H. Hyde by the Baqultable Life 
and its subsidiary companies, the Mercan- 
tile Trust and the Equitable Trust, and 
censures a system that has prevailed in 
Mr. Hyde's office by which his personal 
clerks receive salary advances sometimes 
as high as 250 per cent. 

6. It declares that the entire business of 
fife insurance should be thoroughly re- 
organized in the interest of its beneficiaries, 
the policy holders 

7. It finds that waste and extravagance, 
if not peculation, have existed in pract!- 
cally every department of the Euitable So- 
clety. 

8. It declares that between $10,000,000 
and $20,100,000 have been deposited in dit- 
ferent institutions for the personal use of 
certain officers of the society. 

8 It declares that secret agreements 
have been made among certain officers to 
purchase large lots of bonds and that other 


. Becret agreements have been made to sus- 


tain the price of these bonds after the pur- 
chases have been made. 

1. It condemns settlements of various 
Suits that have been brought against cer- 
tain directors of the society with ‘the money 
of the Equitable. In connection with the 
settlement of the sult brought by former 
Gov. B. B. Odell Jr. for his losses in the 
securities of the United States Ship Build- 
ing Co., it is declared that this was done 
to gratify the private ambition of certain 
directors. 

11. All of the charges of wrongful mis- 
use of the Equitable’s money against Mr. 
Hyde, such as the $12,500 paid for the Cam- 
bon dinner, are gone into with great detail 
and condemned. 

2, it finds that extravagant charges for 
treveling expenses were made by both Mr. 
Hyde and Third Vice-President George T.

King Alfonso and President Lou- 
bet Escape Death Only by Anar- 
chist’s Error in Hurling Explo- 
sive a Few Feet Too Far. 


ACCUSED DYNAMITERS 
ARRESTED BY DOZENS 


Paris Police Scour City for Would- 
Be Double Assassin—Several 
Spaniards in Custody on Charge 
of Recent Similar Attempt. 


PARIS. June 1.—Through the would-be 
assassin’s error in hurling his bomb over 
instead of into their carriage President 
Loubet of France and King Alfonso of 
Spain escaped being blown to pieces on 
their way from the Grand Opera House at 
12 o'clock last night. 

As it was, the explosion occurred so near 
the royal carseage that five guardsmen 
who surrounded it were wounded and sev- 
eral cavalry horses killed or maimed. 

Dozens of arrests have been made of per- 
sons suspected of complicity in the plot. 
Among the number is Arsene Arnould, a 
laboratory ‘attendant, who, the police be- 
‘eve, actually threw the bomb. Arnould 
is suffering from a wound in the eye. He 
is said to be an Anarchist. 

A short time after the attempt on the 
lives of President Loubet and King Alifon- 
so another bomb was found in the Rue Ri- 
voll, near the spot where the previous ex- 
plosion occurred. 

The two rulers spent the evening at the 
gala performance at the Grand Opera 
House. leaving a few moments before mid- 
night for the Palais d'Orsay. 

Entering the same carriage they drove

rounding them were several squadrons of

| Rivoli the crowd became so great that the | 


postidens were compelled to rein in their 


| horses. 

| Just at this point a man sprang from the 
crowd and, before the polite saw what he 
was about or could stop him, threw a bomb 
directly at the royal carriage. 

By an crror in aim the anarchist hurled 
the missile too far, however, and, passing 
completely over the carriage, it struck a 
culrassier on the. shoulder and fell to the 
ground.. A deafening explosion followed 
and soldiers were seen toppling from their 
horses in every direction. 

Captains Schneider and Garnier. who 
rode to the right and left of the carriage. 
were both thrown, but escaped serious 
injuries. A sergeant of cutrassiers was 
| seriously wounded, as were two policem=n, 
a woman and a.child, who lost an eye. 

The force of the explosion was such 
as to extinguish the electric lights in 
the neighborhood. In the excitement which 
ensued, the soldiers closed about the car- 
riage, the postilions spurred 
an the cavalcade disappeared 
the Louvre arch. 

King Alfonso turned pale, but remained 
| periectly calm and even sent one of the 
'attaches of the Spanish Embassy, back to 
| inquire concerning the condition of the 
, wounded. President Loubet behaved with 
_great composure and hardly showed a 
change of countenance. 

From Madrid reports have been received 
of the arrest of five anarchists at Port 
Mahon and Barcelona, accused of com- 
licity in the attempt on King Alfonso’'s 
ife in the Calle Fernando, Barcelona, sev- 
eral weeks ago.

THE PARK RESTORATION PROBLEM.°* 

The ordinance granting the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
Co. the use of Forest Park provided that the park should be 
restored within twelve months after the closing of the Exposi- 
tion. Over six of the twelve months have passed and although 
a large amount of work has been done there is yet much to 
do—enough in the way of wreckage and repair to prolong the 
restoration period for another year. 

The Post-Dispatch does not refer to the unfinished condition 
of the work of restoration for the purpose of criticizing the 
Exposition management, but to direct attention to the condi- 
tions under which the work must be done in order that it may 
be rightly done, and to suggest that a satisfactory settlement 
of the restoration problem be reached; that some equitable 
adjustment of the relations of the city and the Exposition 
company be made, | | 

Under the Exposition ordinance the Exposition company con- 
trols the site until the park is restored, and the work of res- 
toration is entirely in the hands of the company. 

This method of procedure requires the continuation of the 


existence of raf he company until the work of restora- 


tion is approved ard the restored park is accepted by the city. 
It also debars thé city practically from any supervision of or 
participation in the restoration work. ‘Although the Exposi- 


tion may have wound up all of. its Exposition business, it must. 


maintain its organization, which was not designed for park 
restoration work, until] this job is completed, and the city, 
which has a park department, organized for park work, can- 
not interfere with the park restoration labor until after it is 
finished. | 

The Exposition directors have given bonds for the restoration 
of the park. Thére are two,bonds of $100,000 each.and a mort- 
gage on the Art building of $350,000. 

‘There ought to be an immediate settlement. of several press- 
ing problems. Legislation is needed. to provide for the Art 
building. It is now the property of the Exposition company, 
and under the existing ordinance, must be torn down ‘and re- 
moved. The Building was erected at a cost of $1,250,000 and 
the central] portion was designed and built for a. permanent 
art museum. If it is to be preserved its acceptance and main- 
tenante by the city must be provided for by ordinance. The 
turning over of other buildings and of valuable material which 
the city can utilize must be provided for by ordinance and by 
action of the Exposition company. a 

Would it not be wise to dispose of,all these problems and 
to secure to the city the Art Museum and other buildings and 
materials by a final settlement with the Exposition company, 
provided for by suitable legislation? 

The Exposition directors and officers have done a great work 
for the city. The city has profited, by it to an enormous extent. 
The Post-Dispatch insisted -upon holding them to their responsi- 
bilities. We insisted upon a sufficient bond for the restora- 
tion of the:park. We insisted upon the protection of the city’s 
interests,

The distribution of this pure and wholesome milk 
prevented much sickness among the babies and saved many 
lives. 

This year the Pure Milk Commission hopes to Pasteurize and 
distribute at. least 500,000 bottles, Everything is ready. The 
commission is arranging for the supply of an abundance of the 
best milk from reliable country dairies. In addition to the 
headquarters at 1726 North Thirteenth street, where the plant 


is located, 22 substations for the distribution of the milk were | 


named. in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch.. The powers of enlightened 
charity can be set in motion if the means are forthcoming to 
pay expenses. 

Last year the cost of running the plant and distributing the 
milk was $5360.03, while the gross receipts from the sale of the 


product were but $460. The milk is sold at much less than‘ 
cost and given away to persons unable to pay for it. Where it, 


is urgently needed, free ice is also given, to keep the milk pure 
and sweet. 

In order to do the work needed this summer, at least $10,000 
will be required. This is a sound, sensible, wholesome charity, 
which aims solely at the preservation of human life. It sup- 
plements the work of every physician and charitable organiza- 
tion in the crowded districts of the city, besides bringing hope 
and comfort into the homes of the very poor. 

It is a work in which all may share. Every nickel contributed 
will aid in saving life. The Post-Dispatch hopes to be able 
to place a very large number of its readers on the roll of honor 
as contributors to this fund.

It can 
be no harder for Russia to submit to the 
terms Japan may propose than it was for 
Spain to mibmit to the terms the United 
States insisted upon, or for France to 
make peace on Germany's terms, or for 
Great Britain to recognize the independ- 
ence of the American colonies, or for Aus- 
tria and Prussia to yield to Napoleon. 

“The wisest statesmanship is that which 
bows to the inevitable while there is some- 
thing to be saved from the wreck."’ 


“It is rather—hard for people of the Anglo- 
Saxon race to understand some of _ the 
workings of the Orientai mind,"’ says the 
American. “Even now, while enthusiasm 
for the Japanese character and Japanese 
courage.animates ail our people, such a 
sentence as this from the congratulatory 
dispatch of the Japanese minister of the 
navy to the victorious Admiral Togo rather 
puzzles us:

‘The terrific chastisement of Russia en- 
forces at least thfs moral, that bad govern- 
ment at home is a condition most unfa- 
vorable for success In wars abroad,’’ says 
the Times. “Germany is undoubtedly the 
strongest of all the military powers, but 
Germany has a strong and highly efficient 
government. Napoleon was not only one 
of the world’s greatest generals, but he 
wat pre-éminently able in civil administra-.

LONDON, June 1.—The Daily Tele-' 
graph's correspondent at Mofi, Japan, who 
was an eye witness of Admiral Togo’s bril- 
liant naval victory at Tsu Island, Japan, 
wires the following graphic description of 
the fight: 

“The combined Second and Third Rus- 
sian Squadrons arrived in Japanese terri- 
torial waters by passing through the 
Bashee Strait. The plan of the Admiral 
commanding was to divide the Japanese 
strength at the outset, and his fast cruis- 
were sent ahead to scout Tsushima 
Strait. From the offing of Saishiutau the 
main Russian fleet changed its course as 
if ite intention was to return to Bastee 
Strait. But at 5 o’clock Saturday morning 
it steered through Korea Strait in a south- 
easterly direction toward Saishuitau. 

“At this time the Japanese combined 
fleet had left its prearranged base and a 
squadron wns detached to press the Rus- 
sians toward Iki Island. The Russians 
went full steam ahead and every ship was 
Steaming at ‘its maximum practicable 
speed, affording & most impressive and 
moejestic sight. 

Meanwhile the Japanese were lurking in 
the neighborhood. The Russians passed 
Iki Island, and proceeded on a due norther- 
ly course. The Japanese were ready for 
the frav and their auxiliary fleet to the 
north headed off the Russians. 

“Then the great battle began. Togo’'s 
vessels maneuvered with perfect precision 
and soon had the Russians enfiladed by 
their fire. The scene, which I had the 
honor of witnessing, was superbly terrible. 

“Guns of nearly 3) warships were being 
fired and frequently a great crash sound- 
ed as loud reports coincided. For a time the 
belligerents gave shot for shot and through 
the conflict the fleets were on the move. 

“But the Russians had been driven from 
their original course, and with a hostile 


ers 


of him, Rojestvensky was practically de- 
feated within a few hours. There was no 
possible direction for him te turn and he 
had fallen into the trap which had been 
awaiting him ever since he left Madagas- 
car. 

‘Hesitation was displayed in the tactics 
of his fleet, and this proved to be the fore- 
runner of utter confusion. 

“The Japanese krew instinctively their 
enemy was beaten and the concentration 
of their fire now became absolutely infer- 
nal. Bvery gun was trained upon the Rus- 
sians, who were caught in a cul de sac. 

“Letg lines of smoke, like sea-clouds, 
floated across the water and were lit up by 
flashes of artillery. When the bombard- 
ment reached its zenith every second was 
marked by cannonading. 

“The Russian fieet slowly advanced to- 
ward Viadivostok. The Japanese squadron. 
lying between them and their destination, 
also steamed slowly northward. The spec- 
tacle was grand, awe-inspiring in the ex- 
treme, and with every breath I drew I 
knew it timed the passing of souls from life 
to death. 

“Between 8 and 5 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon a Russian cruiser of the Nakhimoff 
class, and the converted cruiser Kamtchat- 
ka foundered, Previously their upper works 
had been shattered into splinters 6f wood 
and iron and steel, all being carried away. 

‘Then the Russian fleet broke into utter 
disorder. The vessels no lorger preserved 
their formation, but went along on a zig- 
zag course. Gome pointed their stems to 
the east, and otters to ae ae and at 
that moment it became evidtnt Rojestven- 
sky was completely defeated. 

“The Japanese now advanced to closer 
quarters; the Russian ships were under a 
fire rendered all the more terrible by the 
shortened range. They no longer existed 
as a fleet, but were severed into a number 
of detached squadrons co-ordinated in no 
direction and utterly demoralized. 

“Gradually they were pressed towards 
thelr enemy's coast of Nagoto Province. 

“The light lasted until 7 o'clock at night, 
when the atmosphere became somewhat 
obscured. At this juncture the Russian 
fleet attempted to steer to the northwest, 
and heavy firing continued until sunset.

BROOKLYNITES IN HIDING 


All That’s Visible of Population 
Is 22 Men and Women

The wickedness of old “Billy” Wiliams 
.in calling up the spirits in the old cemetery 
ar Brooklyn, an East St, Louis suburb, at 
3 a. m., Tuesday, has brought down the 


deputy sheriffs on that settlement, and 150 
negro men and women are hiding in the

It’s the 
spirits come to rer with me: ' 

Spirits’ Arrival.

Yells, 
screams and rayers broke from _ scores 
and as their eulines came rolling back from 
streets and alleys, the cemetery was a 
deserted spot. ven old Billy was not 
there.
